Then he madelhis startling statement: 


"There's going to be the biggest fire 
in Buffalo, that was ever known, one of 
these days. 
Curses on rich people; 
they're not fit to live. 
I tell you the 
truth, there's going to be big fires in 
iiuffalo, Chicago and New Tork. 


"There is going to be a big strike in 
New York and half of New York will be 
burned up afterward. Detroit and all 
the big cities will have big fires too. 
We'U get rich and the rich will get 
poor." 


Presently the stranger opened his 
valise, took out a metallic object and 
said: "Here's something that will make 
you open your eyes." It was tube 
shaped, about a foot long, four inches in 
diameter.

THE FKNIAN BAID. 
LONIK>N, Feb. 5.—At to-day's session 
of the Parnell commission Sir Bichard 
Webster, attorney-general and counsel 
for the Times, said that he had 
finished 
with the Irish portion of the case and 
would now proceed with the American 
testimony. A witness named Beach was 
then placed upon the stand. 


He testified that he had joined the 
Fenians in 1865. After the failure of 
the invasion of Canada, he joined a 
secret society called the "B. C," the ob- 
ject of which was to obtain arms to ship 
to Ireland. Messrs. Pamell and Dillion, 
he said, visited America in 1880. 
The 
two men were present at a meeting ex- 
clusively organized 
by 
the United 
Brotherhood, or the^Clan-Na-Oael. 


The witness said that he had attended 
several meetings in America at whioh 
Messrs. Dillon and Pamell were pres' 
eut. 
Pamell was present at a demon- 
stration in Chicago, at which the mem- 
bers of the Clan Na Gael and Hibernian 
Bifles were under arms. 


Beach showed to the court a copy of 
the constitution of the "B. C." society. 
Its object was concerted action with the 
Lrish brotherhood and other secret socie- 
ties for the oombination of a revolution- 
ary movement throughout the world to 
act decisively against England. 


In 1878 John Devoy and Oen. Miller 
were sent as d e l a t e s to Ireland and 
got $10,000 from the skirmishing fund. 
Sir Bichard Alebster then read Devoy's 
report showing that he wanted delegates 
sent to Ireland to prepare Irishmen for 
the use of arms.

Last year the 
second Mrs. Morgan died. Uncle Green 
began to primp up and look around for 
a 
third matrimonal partner, 
when

day 
he 
received 
a 
letter 
with a Texas post-mark. 
It proved to 
be from the first wife, sold thirty years 
ago as a slave. She was alive and well 
and wanted to join Green. 
She casually 
mentioned that she had married a man 
named Brown after the war and had 
emigrated to Texia and raised a family. 
Brown had died a few months ago and 
the children had married. 
Morgan at 
once sent for Pradence and she arrived 
here last week. It was necessary, of 
course, to have another marriage cere 
mony performed, and this was done yes- 
terday.

The senate's session, yesterday, was 
oooupied in reoeiyiDgomnnuttes ifep^rts, 
-whioh were favorable to, the following 
bills: By Mr. U m ^ n , authcnrmng the 
payment of the indebtedness of a former 
tmalse in Union county; by Mr. Grif- 
fith, amending section 2,6,206 of the re- 
vised statutes; by Mr. Hayden, provid- 
ing for the publication of legal advertis- 
ing 
daily pi^iers, 
Mr. Dresser, 
with amendmonts, authorizing the in- 
oorporation of companies to conduct 
health resorts, hospitals and sanitariums; 
by Mr. Urmston, concerning taxation; 
by Bfr. Griffith, amending section 2 of 
the act regarding the incorporation of 
insurance companies, and also amending 
section 1 of the act regulating foreign 
insurance companies doing business in 
the state. 


. Substitute bills were reported by sev- 
eral committees, one of which provides 
for the appointment of a supreme court 
comnussion by the general assembly; 
another defines the word "mining" in 
the act relating to the incorporation of 
companies, so as to include natural gas 
companies with a capital stock of $100,- 
000, and one is to amend section 2,117 
of the revised statutes. 


Senator Barrett's bill, giving to cities 
authority to issue sewer and street im- 
provement bonds, was read a second 
time. 


The committee on county and town- 
ship business submitted reports favor- 
ing the passage of the bill to authorize 
county boards to aid in establishing 
homes for indigent old woman; to amend 
the gravel road law; to amend section 
129 of the tax law; also on a substitute 
for a bill to create a surveyors' and en- 
gineers' examiner; also amendments to 
the bill to authorize county boards to 
sell bonds in certain cases; and the bill 
to amend section 5,911 of R. S. and the 
bill to pay owners of animals killed by 
railroad companies, and the bill 6,810, 
to prohibit the maintainence of dams 
without fish dams. 


The committee on insurance returned 
two bills relating to insurance companies 
with a recommendation that they do 
pass. 


The committee on natural gas report- 
ed in favor of the bill to r^^ulate the 
use oi and prevent the waste of natural 
e^' 


S e n a t o r B a r r e t t ' « A n t t - T r n a t B U I 
Mr. Barrett's anti-trust bill passed the 
senate without a single amendment, al- 
though Senator Harness made several 
ineffectual attempts to strike out the 
most effectual section—the one 
that 
makes one corporation liable for the 
debts of another corporation belonging 
to the same "combine" or trust. Mr. 
Thompson, of Jasper, wanted to amend 
the bill so as to give the Indiana corpo- 
rations time to get out of the trusts, and 
Howard tried to have the emergency, 
clause stricken out for the same purpose. 


Mr. Burke opposed the bill because it 
was a "local affair." If he was in con- 
gress he would be for the bill, but 
thought that the enactment of such a 
law would ruin every corporation in the 
state and throw thousands of men out of 
employment. 
He said that the Clarke 
county cement company could not exist 
without going into a trust. The cement 
works in other states would continue in 
the trust and drive the Clarke county 
works out of the field. 


The house began work an hour earlier 
than the senate, but at no time during 
the morning was there a quorum pres- 
ent, and Speaker Niblaok was careful 
not to permit any business to come up 
that would disclose the fact in the rec- 
ords. 
Several bills were disposed of by 
indefinite pos^nement. 
One was Mr. 
Harley's biU conoerning taxation, an- 
other was by l b . 
Whitworth supple- 
mental to the <aiininal prooedure act, 
and Mr. Pierce's measure for the amend- 
ment of section 1,646 of the revised 
statutes, was likewise sent to the legis- 
lative graveyard. 
The bill introduced 
Mr. Hugliee, authorizing the In- 
dLmapolis school boards to issue bonds 
for 9250,000 to be used in the construc- 
tion of new buildings, was engrossed, 
and Mr. Beasley's bill prescribing the 
dutias and powan <d school trustees was 
also advaneed to the same stage of legis- 
lation.
